Oranges Will Have 


Market Alone. 
•* 


Never 
in the history of orange 


growing in this state have the general 
conditions been so favorable for a 
great money-making crop. 
The vol- 


ume of business and the net returns 
of the citrus fruit grower will un- 
doubtedly exceed by far any previous 
period. 


California oranges will have the 


market pretty much to themselves. 
They are always ready for compar- 
ison or competition with other fruits; 
but this season the oranges are to be 
"it" in all the great markets of the 
United States. 


There is a general shortage of the 


apple cropr-the main competitor of 
the orange. 
The apple yield has 


been very light in the Middle West, 
whence comes the bulk of the mar- 
ket supplies for the large cities of the 
Union; the crop in New England, 
while fair in quality, is small, and 
the orchards of the North, heretofore 
important factors in the general fruit 
market of the country, ,will cut but a 
small figure this winter.

bringing as high as 88 a box in New 
York. 
Their quality is still very 


good, and reports of decay have been 
few. 


MONEY IN LATE VALENCIAS. 
As a money-producer when con- 


ditions of soil and climate are favor- 
able, the Valencia Late stands as the 
prince of fruit trees. 
From t.bis 


orange 
modest fortunes are being 


made ia a single year by Covina 
ranchers. 


Returns of f 1500 to 11800 a car 


of 384 boxes are frequent, and on 
October 15, Col. F. M. Chapman, 
the owner of Palmetto ranch, sold ut 
auction through bis agent in Now 
York, Rublmau, a car of Valencia 
Lates, choice grade, for the sum of 
82298.80, au average of 85.98 a box. 


Although 
this is near the com- 


mencement of another orange season, 
this grower has yet seven cars of the 
late Valencias bunging on the trees 
of his Covina ranch, from which he 
expects to receive equally as good 
returns as the prices quoted above. 


Il is possible that the Valencia 


fruit crop of C'ovimi for the ensuing

That which sufficed In the days 


of Garfleld is inadequate today. The 
farmer of that period raised good 
crops by using the wooden mould- 
board plow and the brush harrow, 
but the agriculturist of today must 
have his disc plow and his spring- 
toothed harrow. So the school build- 
ing of today must have more than 
four walls, chairs and a teacher's 
desk.

The west of England 
shows some 


•remarkable contrasts. 
With a start-

and pleasant abruptness, one 


steps from tho rush and rattle and 
smoke oi: a Liverpool street, into 
th« nuiet. and green of a country 
lane. 
Lichen 
and 
moss covered 


?ffiie walls, neatly cropped hedges. 
g'impses through the trees of stately 
country places, quaint, little old- 
fashioned villages, irregular, '-vailed 
flilds, just big enough for the far- 
mer with his scythe and hand rake. 


With an equally sudden, but un- 


pleasant abruptness, one rolls out of 
tbe green and the peace into the grey 
and the struggle of the colliery and 
manufacturing 
districts; a pall of 


smoke biding the sky, a 
gloomy 


grime blackening every face, long, 
unbroken rows of stone flats taking 
ithe place of cottage homes, heavy 
clog shoes, wooden soled and iron 
shod, dragging down joy aud mirth. 
• And then, with eyes half blinded 
toy the smoke and heart aching for 
itb« lives that never see beyond it, 
•one makes a turn and comes full 
nipon the bewitching laud of the En- 
glish lakes, a land that in spite of 
tourists is uusoiled and unspoiled, 
•with factory and railway forbidden, 
with its simple shepherds and tUe 
native Herdwick sheep still upon its

It is in the north of this district 


that one touches Hrst the border laud 
and the influences of the canny Scot.

Between the sister counties of Cum- 
berland and Westmoreland, there ex- 
ists a feeling of friendly contempt 
over the question of dialect.

overheard somewhere and he will ex- 
plain it clearly but 
hastily 
add

Carlisle,and Scotch words and idioms 
multiply rapidly, until one receives 
road directions like the following:

If one is curious, 
he may ask the meaning of £lur and 
receive the enlightening answer that 
it is "weet stour" and of course any 
one will understand that wet eartb is 
mud. 


The change in the character of the 


lower classes as the border land is 
crossed is as marked as the change 
in dialect. 
If one greets an English 


working man with "a flue day," he 
receives back the 
servile 
fawning 


repetition, "It is indeed sir." To 
the same greeting the Scotchman calls 
cheerily back, "Aye, a grand day, 
a grand day," in a frank, manly 
tone. 
He has too 
much

independence

respecting ancestors to cringe and 
fawn for favors. 
Ho is not usually 


the reticent, coldly 
distant, 
sus- 


picious character popular in litera- 
ture. 
To u casual 
inquiry for di-

several blocks out of bis way to r-ioint 
one sufidy, aud then 'rather resent- 
fully wave off the 
prof erred 
tip, 


which a few weeks in England have 
made seem so essential.

hostility displayed to the proposal 
to establish a national control over 
banks BH there is now to the estab- 
lishment of such a control over rail- 
roads. 
Yet the broader interpreta- 


tion prevailed, nnd if any violence 
was done to the strict letter of the 
Constitution, it was done in a good 
cause, and the result has been 
more 


than .justified. 
Each case, of course, 


must be judged on Its merit/), arid 
the parties which are Interested in 
the maintenance of anuses w i l l nat- 
urally be loudest, in their protests 
analyst any violation of the Constitu- 
tion. 
Hut the extraordinary diffi- 


culties confronting those who advo- 
cate any amendment of tho Consti- 
tution make the President the more 
eager that the broad interpretation, 
theory shall prevail. 
The force of 


public, opinion seems to be unques- 
tionably on his side. A trust's capacity 
for obstruction is almost Incredible. 
A corporator! like tho .Standard Oil 
Company controls a whole galaxy of 
subsidiary companies, a host of mem- 
bers o)' the various Htate Legislatures, 
find 
public rnen by the hundred. 


Banks, railways, shipping companies 
- ai) obey the signal from the .Stand- 
ard Oil headquarters, 
and the dead 


weight of opposition which all these 
Interests can offer renders a straight- 
forward 
amendment, 
of 
tho 
Con- 


stitution almost an 
impossibility. 


These corporations are the most rnar- 
voloiisly 
organized 
associations of 


men and capital that tho world has 
ever seen, and their machinery has 
been brought to the very pcifcction 
of efficiency. 
To the charge of in- 


trqdueing centralization Mr. Roose- 
velt can retort with crushing em- 
phasis that the trust management dis- 
.nlays the very genius of centraliza- 
tion. 
What he proposes is to estab- 


lish state supervision over these vast 
syndicates, that they may no longer 
break or evade laws imposed upon 
them iu tho public interest, 
but 


never enforced.

The Sun, the Moon and th« Tide*. 


Most persons suppose that tho moon 


alone Is responsible for the phenome- 
non of tides, but tho attraction of the 
sun Is also an Important factor. 
Of 


course the distance of tho sun from the 
earth Is nnthlrikably greater than that 
of fhc moon, hut Its mass Is so enor- 
mous that It has a considerable tide pro- 
ducing Influence. The force which the 
sun exerts Is the same on both sides of 
tho earth at the same time, the tide 
producing force of the great orb being 
about four-tenths that of tho moon. At 
tho time of both new and full rnoons 
the "wane spheroids produced by both 
tho sun and the moon have their axes 
coincident"—that Is to say, the two 
groat orbs unite their energies on the 
fluids of our planet, and as a result the 
tides are higher than the average for 
the remaining portions of the month. 
Those are the "spring tides." 
The 


"neap tides" come In the time of the 
moon's first and third quarter and are 
not fts great as the average, because 
the moon and the sun arc each working 
In opposition to tho other.

Barbara, he then moved to Los An- 
geles, where he purchased an Interest 
in the old "Grange" store, now the 
Newberry grocery store. At that time 
It was the only grocery store in Los 
Angeles where liquors were not sold. 
Then Los Angeles was but an over- 
grown village and the deceased knew 
personally every rancher that traded 
in .the city. 


In 1883, on account of falling health, 


he severed his connection with the 
firm In Los Angeles, and since then

where he and his brother acquired 
500 acres of foothill land, where the 
beautiful LaFetra home has been a 
striking land mark for years.

Lanterman, only daughter of Dr. J. 
I,. Lanfernian, of La Canada, auii vor- 
merly of Lansing, Mich., and a sister 
of Mr. F. D. Lanterman and Dr. R. 
S. Lanterman, coroner of Los Angeles 
county. 


A devoted Christian he was active 


in church work all his life, uniting 
with the M. E. church In early man- 
hood. 
While residing In Los Angeles 


he was treasurer of the First M. E. 
church of that city. 
In his foothill 


home was organized the first M. E. 
Sunday School of the 
Upper 
San 


Gabriel valley, and out of this little 
band of Christians grew the Glendora 
M. E. church, of which he was an 
official member and staunch supporter 
until his death. 
In the early days of 


this church's history his home was tho 
home of the various ministers that 
filled the pulpit. 
He was a staunch 


supporter of temperance and 
voted 


the Prohibition ticket for the past 
fifteen years.
